Optimistic Outlook 


Periodic surveys of consumer atti­ 
tudes have been made since 1916 by the 
Survey Research Center of the Univers­ 
ity of Michigan. 
The surveys have 
been helpful particularly to merchandise 
and sales planners. 
Now at hand, the I 960 study 
helps dispel some of the confusion 
created by economists blowing find 
hot, then cold, on this year's busi­ 
ness prospects. 
The center interviewed some 3,000 in 
January and February. 
It found that 
while some economists were on the pes­ 
simistic 
side, 
consumers 
showed 
a 
growing confidence in the national econ­ 
omy and a strong inclination to buy 
homes, automobiles, appliances and so 
on. 


For all their optimism about the busi­ 
ness outlook, however, consumers were 
not quite as enthusiastic about spend­ 
ing as in the banner 1955-56 periods. 
Mostly they were worried a!>out possible 
price increases, except for automobiles 
and appliances. 
Researchers found that “ n e w car buy­ 
ing intentions for the next 12 months 
are at present 20 percent higher than 
a year ago.” 
House buying intentions 
also were shown to have increased in 
recent months. 
The university’s record for accurate 
surveys has been remarkably good. If 
the consumers follow through on their 
expressed intentions as they have in the 
past, 1960 promises to reach a high 
level, some forecasters notwithstanding.
